Happy Spring Semester, K-State! 

I hope your new classes are off to a 
good start and that you're surviving the 
cold temperatures — spring is on its way, 
or so they say! 

Since being elected last spring, one 
of the top priorities Jake and I have had 
in office has been to do all we can to im- 
prove technology at K-State; to move us 
into 2014, so to speak. We've successfully 
added mobile charging stations to a num- 
ber of high-trafficked buildings around 
campus (like Hale Library, the K-State 
Student Union and the Leadership Studies 
building) and we've added a wireless 
Internet report link to K-State Online for 
those areas on campus, as unfortunately 
numerous as they still are, where Wi-Fi 
lacks reliability. 

But that's not yet enough; there's more 
to do in the next three months before we 
leave office. Over the next several weeks, 
SGA's Student Centered Tuition Enhance- 
ments Committee will be considering a 
proposal we've worked on with Infor- 
mation Technology Services that would 
provide funding for drastically improved 
wireless reliability and accessibility in 
one of campus's most high-profile and 
high-trafficked buildings: the Union. 

We've found over the last few months 
that money is most often the factor 
preventing a rapid, full-scale overhaul 
of wireless Internet in campus build- 
ings. With limited resources, we have to 
take small steps and focus on the most 
used buildings, like the Union, first and 
foremost. 

We've also been sure to articulate our 
ultimate goal of a comprehensive app 
for smartphones and tablets to numer- 
ous individuals around campus who are 
involved with information technology and 
mobile development. It's a slow process, 
but we're pleased with the expanded 
pilot this semester of Canvas, the likely 
platform that will replace K-State Online 
in the future. What's most exciting are 
the mobile possibilities associated with 
Canvas. Unlike K-State Online, Canvas is 
easily integrated into an app and will like- 
ly be in K-State's future if the expanded 
trial this semester goes well. We've added 
Jordan DeLoach, sophomore in computer 
science, to the KSOL Advisory Board to 
continue to push this process forward as 
we do the same. 

Finally, improvements are in the works 
for iSIS as well — long overdue, I know! 
K-State's team of excellent iSIS admin- 
istrators is currently accepting proposals 
for a long-term solution that would also 
provide mobile app options. In the long 
run, the goal would be to combine this app 
with the Canvas-integrated one in order 
to create a one-stop, easily-accessible, 
student-friendly app where the day-to-day 
needs of students could be fulfilled. As 
we all know, time is of the essence on this 
project, and we're working to do all we 
can to expedite the process. 
Stay tuned!

Citizens search for missing K-State staffer

Volunteers checked in at Turtle 
Cove; vehicles filled the parking 
lots and area roadsides by 10:30 
a.m. Teams of searchers were 
sent to areas of the park to walk 
through forested areas and brush, 
and along roadsides. Signs urged 
motorists to be careful of search 
party members on foot in the area. 

That was the scene when hun- 
dreds of people joined the volun- 
teer search for missing woman 
Jane Peterson, St. George, Kan., 
on Saturday, combing through 
Turtle Creek State Park north of 
Manhattan. 

After a day of searching, how- 
ever, nothing had been found in 
connection to Peterson's disap- 
pearance, according to the Pot- 
tawatomie County Sheriff's Of- 
fice. 

Those that came out to look 
for Peterson were a combination 
of family, friends and community 
members. 

"We are here just to help 



the family," Kimmy Miller, St. 
George resident, said. "They are 
our neighbors and close friends." 

Peterson, a 56-year-old senior 
administrative assistant in the 
physics department at K-State, 
was reported missing by her 
family on Jan. 19. Local law en- 
forcement made several separate 
search efforts throughout last 
week, but were been unable to 
locate Peterson. 

Miller joined the volunteer 
search effort over the weekend 
with her parents and aunt. 

"Jane was a very nice and very 
caring person," Miller said. 

An outpouring of donated 
food and beverages for the search 
party filled a shelter at the cove. 
Volunteers, including family 
friends, helped provide search 
party members with snacks and 
drinks. Some volunteers estimat- 
ed they'd seen at least 400-500 
people pass through the check in. 

Jess Michaelis of Wamego 
joined the search efforts Satur- 
day morning. She said she didn't 
know Peterson personally, but 
wanted to help. 



"I work for Ka-Comm so it hits 
close to home," Michaelis said. 
"We hear about it all the time, so 
I wanted to help." 

Michaelis recruited friend Ai- 
mee Fisher of Junction City to 
also join in the search. 

"I don't know her personally, 
but I wanted to help," Fisher said. 
"I'd want everyone to be out here 
looking if it were me, so we're 
out here looking for her." 

Week-long search 

Saturday's search came after 
several separate efforts by lo- 
cal law enforcement agencies, 
including the Riley County Po- 
lice Department, Riley County 
Emergency Management, and 
Pottawatomie Police Department 
amongst others. 

On Monday, Jan. 20, the day 
after Peterson was reported miss- 
ing, a 1999 Toyota Tacoma was 
found in Turtle Cove. Law en- 
forcement, a K-9 unit and fire- 
fighters searched the area until 
dark that day. 

On Tuesday, approximately 
200 people searched more than 



500 acres around Turtle Cove, 
including people from the 97th 
Military Police Battalion of Fort 
Riley, the 1st ID Combat avia- 
tion brigade from Fort Riley, the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
the Kansas Highway Patrol and 
the Manhattan Fire Department. 
They were unable to find any- 
thing. 

On Wednesday, authorities 
reached out to the public, looking 
for three teenage skateboarders 
who were seen in the cove at the 
same time as the vehicle. At the 
time, law enforcement officials 
said they believed the teenagers 
may unknowingly have informa- 
tion that could help. 

Foul play is not suspected in 
her disappearance, according to 
Public Information Officer Mat- 
thew Droge of the RCPD. 

Peterson is 5 feet 6 inches and 
weighs 140 pounds. She has red 
hair. 

Anyone with information on 
the disappearance may call the 
Pottawatomie County Sheriff's 
Office at 785-457-3353 or the 
RCPD at 785-539-7777. 



Manhattan Public Library to expand children's library

"We are seeing people 
reading more and more," 
Susan Withee, adult ser- 
vices manager for the Man- 
hattan Public Library, said. 
"Our numbers keep going 
up and up." 

Agroundbreaking cere- 
mony was held on Saturday 
to mark the beginning of a 
new, expanded children's li- 
brary. The project will cost

a total of $2,125 million. 
About $800,000 of the cost 
is covered by fundraising 
campaigns, while the rest 
will be through the library's 
taxing authority over a 10 
year period. 

The expansion, scheduled 



to be completed in Novem- 
ber, will expand the space 
available for computers, 
media and books, double the 
size of the storytelling room 
and include a garden. 

The expansion will also 
allow the library to imple- 



ment a new resource meth- 
od called "neighborhoods," 
where books and other 
media on popular subjects 
will be featured in specific 
locations to make finding 
them easier. Sponsors have 
already supported several 



"neighborhoods," includ- 
ing graphic novels, history, 
fairytales and folklore, be- 
ginning readers and more.

When people make their 
resolutions as the clock strikes 
midnight on Dec. 3 1 , they tend 
to proclaim it all over Facebook, 
Twitter, Instagram and other 
social media sites; declaring 
how they are going to improve 
their bodies, their attitudes and 
different aspects of their lives. 
Therein lies the problem. People 
shouldn't just set resolutions for 
themselves at start of every new 
year. Rather, these goals should 
happen throughout the entire 
year. 

If you're unhappy with who 
you are, then the change should 
happen from within yourself and 
for you, not for other people or 
because it's the turn of a new 
year. Change is a part of the 
human condition and should 
continually happen throughout 
your lifetime. 

According statisticbrain.com, 
reprinting information from the 
University of Scranton Journal 
of Clinical Psychology on Jan. 1 , 
only 45 percent of people usually 
make New Year's resolutions. 
The same information indicated 



that for those 45 percent, the most 
common New Year's resolutions 
were about weight, self-improve- 
ment, and money-related issues. 

If you are unsatisfied with 
your body image at any point, 
then start changing your eating 
or exercise habits to influence 
a more positive body image of 
yourself. If you want to get orga- 
nized, take steps to improve your 
organizational abilities through 
different accessories or planners. 
If you seek to save more and 
spend less, take money out of 
your paycheck each pay period 
and set it aside in either a savings 
account or piggy bank. 

Of that 45 percent making 
those New Year resolutions, 
only 8 percent are successful in 
achieving their goals. So what 
accounts for the low percentage 
of people maintaining and achiev- 



ing their New Year's resolutions? 
There are different reasons as to 
why, one being that people are 
just making empty promises to 
themselves. 

In a CNN article from Dec. 
30, 2013, Dr. Caroline Ced- 
erquist, medical director for 
bistroMD and the Cederquist 
Medical Wellness Center, offered 
a definition for the term "resolu- 
tion." 

"It's 'solution,' meaning 
you are solving a problem, with 
the prefix 're,' which usually 
means 'again,'" Cederquist said. 
"We strive to solve a problem 
again and again and again. They 
(New Year's resolutions) tend 
to become empty promises to 
ourselves." 

If these resolutions become 
empty promises, but people want 
change to happen, how can there 



be such a low success rate? 

The answer might lie in the 
fact that some people are just 
straight up unwilling to change. 
In a Dec. 27, 2010 article from 
Psychology Today, associate pro- 
fessor of psychology at Canada's 
Carleton University in Ottawa, 
Ontario Timothy Pychyl said 
resolutions are a form of "cultural 
procrastination," an effort to 
reinvent oneself. Pychyl argues 
that people make resolutions as 
a way to motivate themselves to 
accomplish goals that are many 
times unrealistic. 

Instead of waiting for a new 
year to change yourself, make 
a combination of short-term 
and long-term goals to achieve 
throughout the year. Better yet, 
set short-term goals that affiliate 
with a long-term one to encour- 
age you to continue to achieve 



your resolution by celebrating 
the smaller accomplishments 
throughout your progress. This 
tends to help people stay moti- 
vated in achieving their desired 
results. 

So take steps throughout 
the year to find solutions to the 
problems you find in your life. 
Do research into how to solve a 
problem; there are always differ- 
ent ways to attack different chal- 
lenges. A resolution should come 
from your true desire to change. 
If you have that desire, then your 
starting point shouldn't be limited 
to when the year expires. Change 
is good and healthy. Let it happen 
anytime.

Obtaining American citizenship for right to vote worth it

Immigration, amnesty 
and proof of citizenship 
to vote have all become 
hot-button issues in recent 
years. In Kansas, implemen- 
tation of the Secure and Fair 
Elections Act, that requires 
proof of citizenship to vote, 
has stirred up a lot of con- 
troversy. This is especially 
true since we currently have 
more than 12,000 voter 
registrations on hold in 
Kansas because those voters 
have not provided proof of 
citizenship. 

Despite what the media 
decides to tell you, these 
voters are not "suspended 
voters;" they are registered 
voters who just simply 
have not completed their 
registration process. Once 
they prove they are citizens 
with either a birth certifi- 
cate, passport or naturaliza- 
tion document, their voter 
application will be complete 



and they will be able to vote. 
The 15 th Amendment to the 
constitution states that 
"[t]he right of citizens of the 
United States to vote shall 
not be denied or abridged..." 

The key word is "citi- 
zen." I know, I know, how 
dare someone say such a 
thing about people that are 
paying taxes and follow- 
ing the law. "They should 
be able to have a say!" 
"She must be completely 
oblivious to the struggles of 
immigrants." 

You see, not every im- 
migrant becomes a citizen, 
nor do they have the desire 
to. For example, my mom 
still has her green card. She 
is here legally, pays federal 
and state income tax, as well 
as social security and every- 
thing else that American cit- 
izens do. Yet she can't vote 
because she is not a citizen. 
Does this bother her? No. 
Does this bother me? No. 
She made the choice not to 
go through the naturalization 
process and follows the law 
accordingly. For those who 
wish to have all the rights 
of an American citizen, they 
have the option of going 
through the naturalization 
process. However, this is not 
always an easy choice. 

I was 12 years old 
when I attended my dad's 
naturalization ceremony on 
the grounds of the National 
Historic Site in Fort Scott, 
Kan. I watched him hand in 
the paper work and sign the 
papers, and watched them 
handing over his green card. 



Part of the Oath of Alle- 
giance people in this process 
must take states they, "abso- 
lutely and entirely renounce 
and abjure all allegiance 
and fidelity to any foreign 
prince, potentate, state, or 
sovereignty, of whom or 
which [they] have heretofore 
been a subject or citizen." 
I didn't understand why 
he would want to do that. 
Why would my dad want to 
renounce his citizenship to 
the country he was born and 
raised in? 

As I grew older, I began 
to realize that he didn't do it 
because he hated his home 
country; he did it because 
he loved America. He loved 
what America stood for, and 
it wasn't the renouncing of 
his previous citizenship that 
made him want to switch, it 
was the part of the oath that 
said he would "support and 
defend the Constitution." 

As the child of immi- 
grants, I understand how dif- 
ficult the process to become 
a citizen is. I understand that 
getting a work visa is not 
easy; that obtaining a green 
card is even more difficult; 
and that yes, it does take 
years to become a citizen. 
But those who go through 
the process have a deep love 
and respect for this country. 
They learn our constitution, 
they know our Declaration 
of Independence and they 
respect what being an Amer- 
ican means. 

In my short life I have 
known immigrants from 
Iran, India, Mexico, South 



Africa, the Congo, Guatema- 
la, Brazil, China and more. 
Their reasons for moving 
here varied: economic 
freedom, religious freedom, 
freedom of speech, and one 
moved because they were 
granted political asylum. 
The fact is, America is a 
nation of immigrants. It isn't 
a country of one specific 
culture, race or religion. In- 
stead, America is a country 
based on one specific set 
of ideals: the right to "life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of 
Happiness." These "inalien- 
able" rights are lost by many 
natural born citizens, as seen 
by the ridiculous support 
President Barack Obama 
garnished during both 
his presidential elections. 
Despite what the president 
stands for, the beauty of this 
country is that the people 
elected him. American citi- 
zens elected him. 

The fact remains that 
without immigration, 
America wouldn't be what 
it is today. We need varying 
cultures and ethnicities; it's 
what makes America great. 
However, granting those 
who come to live in this 
country the right to vote 
based simply on where they 
live and not based on their 
allegiance to the United 
States of America is, and 
always will be, wrong.

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Road struggles continue for K-State men

After losing their second straight 
game and third straight on the road, 
the No. 22 K-State basketball team 
needs to find a way to win on the 
road if they want to continue play- 
ing past the Big 12 Tournament. 
If not, they may find themselves 
sitting at home come March. 

Saturday's away loss to Iowa 
State, 81-75, was just a continuation 
of several season-long trends for 
K-State. Freshman guard Marcus 
Foster scored 20 points, but led the 



Wildcats with five turnovers. Senior 
guard Shane Southwell seemed to 
disappear at times, and shot just 33 
percent from the floor. Freshman 
guard Jevon Thomas struggled at 
the free-throw line. Sophomore 
forward D J. Johnson was largely 
ineffective. Junior forward Thomas 
Gipson's off-game meant trouble 
for the Wildcats. 

Iowa State clearly came into the 
game with the intent to stop Gipson, 
giving him plenty of attention on 
defense with frequent double teams. 
While the added pressure meant 
that he probably would not go for 
24 points again, he shot just two of 



seven for four points in the game. 

However, Gipson's off game 
was by no means the reason K-State 
lost Saturday or at any point this 
season. While he was absent in the 
60-58 loss to Northern Colorado on 
Nov. 8, and scored just two points 
against Charlotte on Nov. 21 , he 
led the team in scoring this month's 
losses to Georgetown and Texas. 

Without a solid inside game, 
the Wildcats were forced to rely on 
outside shooting against Iowa State, 
which was streaky and sporadic.

On Jan. 18, K-State's men 
and women combined for 16 
first place finishes at the Wild- 
cat Invitational in Ahearn Field 
House. The Wildcats contin- 
ued their hot start to this year's 
track season at last weekend's 
K-State Invitational, combining 
for 17 first-place finishes. 

Seniors Erica Twiss and 
Cameron Savage, and sopho- 
mores Alyssa Kelly and Sonia 
Gaskin recorded personal bests 
on the day. 

"Erica just keeps getting 
better and better," head coach 
Cliff Rovelto said, according to 



K-State Sports. "She has come 
so far since her freshman year. 
It's very impressive." 

Twiss set her personal best in 
the 60-meter hurdles with 8.33 
seconds. This beat out Oklaho- 
ma Baptist hurdler Akela Jones, 
the top NAIA performer in the 
event this season, and destroyed 
the previous meet record of 
8.55 seconds set by Denise 
Baker in 2011. 

Savage recorded a mark of 
5. 22m/ 17-0 1.50 in the pole 
vault, breaking his personal best 
of 5.20m/17-00.75 set during 
the earlier part of 2012. Kelly 
won her first long jump of the 
year tallying 5. 77m/ 18- 11. 25, 
topping her previous best of 
5.71m/18-08.75 at the Winter 
International. Gaskin's 2:08.60 



finish was almost a full 11 sec- 
onds ahead of the rest of the 
pack and beat her best time set 
the previous weekend. 

Other finishes worth noting: 
Ryan Hershberger, Dani Win- 
ters and Sara Savatovic all won 
their shot put events. Rristen 
Petry won in pole vault, Audrey 
Schmitz and Kyle Hanson fin- 
ished first in distance events and 
Sarah Kolmer and Angela Hart 
won shorter events. Lastly, both 
men's and women's relay teams 
finished first, Miles Bearden 
won in the high-jump event and 
Carlos Rodriguez placed first in 
sprints. 

The Wildcats will attempt to 
continue rolling as they travel to 
Ames, Iowa for the Bill Bergan 
Invitational Thursday.

Without senior guard Will 
Spradling's three straight bas- 
kets from beyond the arc in the 
second half, the game would 
have been much more lopsided 
than it was in the end. 

Despite the loss, K-State 
showed some toughness in the 
second half. In the first half, 
the Cyclones shot 8-11 from 
3-point line and 61 .5 percent 
overall, but those numbers fell 
to just 1-7 from 3 and 35.7 per- 
cent in the second period. After 
entering half time down by 12, 
they stormed back to within 
one point with 1 1 :23 minutes 
left to play. The game remained 



close from there on out. 

There were certainly bright 
spots, however. Thomas 
continued his excellent passing 
with four assists and just one 
turnover, while Spradling was 
four of six from three after 
some shaky shooting in previ- 
ous games. 

However, the bottom line is 
that this team needs some road 
wins on its resume if it wants a 
bid from the NCAA Tourna- 
ment Selection Committee. 
Every away game is tough in 
Big 12 play, but with five re- 
maining this season, they need 
to find a way to win at least 



three of them without players 
disappearing in big games. 

Despite Foster's point totals, 
he has not developed into a 
go- to shooter yet, meaning that 
everyone will need to contrib- 
ute in big games for the rest of 
the season. 

After a 2-3 start, many 
thought that an appearance 
in March Madness might 
not happen. Then, after an 
10-game winning streak, the 
Wildcats seemed like a sure bet 
to participate. Now they are in 
a crucial spot, needing a strong 
finish to play in the NCAA 
Tournament.

services have grown signifi- 
cantly," Linda Knupp, director 
of Manhattan Public Library, 
said. "Over the last five years, 
especially." 

Knupp said the population 
of Manhattan has been grow- 
ing, especially young families, 
and created a greater demand 
for the library. It currently has 
11 programs for children and 
families, the most popular of 
which is "storytime reading," a 
session often filled to capacity. 

This demand was illustrated 
by the turnout for the ground- 
breaking ceremony. Every seat 
in the library's auditorium was 
filled and several dozen people 
stood in the back of the room. 
The audience was a mixture of 
library personnel, prominent 
members of the community and 
families with children. Young 
and old alike wore yellow plas- 
tic novelty hardhats and nibbled 
on donuts. 



"It was really gratifying to 
see so many people come out," 
Knupp said. "I think this is a re- 
flection of how people in Man- 
hattan think about their library." 

Speakers included Knupp, 
Manhattan City Commisioner 
Karen McCulloh, and Brice 
Hobrock, president of the Man- 
hattan Public Library Board 
of Trustees. Arguably, the 
highlight of the event was the 
six student participants from 
Northview and Woodrow Wil- 
son elementary schools, who 
eagerly used plastic shovels to 
break the earth where the ex- 
pansion would begin. 

"I'm excited for what they're 
going to do because I come 
here every Friday or Saturday," 
said Evan Prescott, fifth grade 
student from Northview Ele- 
mentary and one of the student 
participants. 

Prescott said the students 
were nominated by teachers at 



their school, and then selected 
at random from a lottery draw- 
ing of nominated students. The 
student said libraries are im- 
portant to people because of 
the free books and services they 
provide to families, especially 
families who may not other- 
wise be able to afford books. 

"Plus they do movies and 
different events, like this one, 
so it's like a family friendly en- 
vironment to come to," Prescott 
said. 

While Prescott and Mc-

K-State initiates, celebrates 
partnerships Down Under

exchange and research agreements with several Australian universities.

K-State students may soon 
be saying or hearing "g'day, 
mate" more. 

K-State and some of the 
most academically prestigious 
universities in Australia have 
recently formed new initiatives 
and partnerships to help bridge 
the contenential gap. 

Overviews of these new 
initiatives were presented 
by speakers, such as K-State 
President Kirk Schulz, as part of 
the Australia Partnerships Cele- 
bration Sunday. The celebration 
concurrently honored Australia 
Day, an Australian national hol- 
iday celebrating the anniversary 
of the arrival of the First Fleet 
of 1 1 convict ships from Great 
Britain to New South Wales, 
Australia in 1788. 

Randall Tosh, K-State liaison 
to Australia, explained that three 
out of the "Group of Eight" 
most academically prestigious 
universities in Australia have 
agreed to partner with K-State 
in research and exchange 
opportunities. Some of the 
partnering schools (University 
of Western Australia , University 
of Queensland and University 
of Sydney) rank among the top 
100 universities in the world. 

Among some of the high- 
lights was the acknowledge- 



ment of K-State being the first 
U.S. educational institutional 
partner of the Australian- Amer- 
ican Fulbright Commission. 
The Fulbright Program is one of 
the largest and most prestigious 
bi-national educational and cul- 
tural exchange program in the 
world, and has been in existence 
for over 60 years in Australia. 

"I'm happy to announce that 
next year, K-State will also have 
the Fulbright Distinguished 
Chair in Agriculture and Life 
Sciences," Tosh said. "The first 
Fulbright distinguished chair 
designated for an Australian." 

As a result, the university 
will grant two Fulbright schol- 
arships to Australian scholars, 
giving them an opportunity to 
conduct research with a K-state 
professor in Manhattan. 

The partnership is particular- 
ly significant due to grants being 
provided by the Australian 
government, which will benefit 
both K-State and Australia. 
Nearly $2 million has already 
been granted which is expected 
to help graduate students, 
especially. 

Stephen Higgs, director of 
the Biosecurity Research Insti- 
tute, explained the importance 
of the partnership in terms of the 
new research opportunities. 

"Due to Australian govern- 
mental restrictions on pathogen 
imports, Australian pathologists 
are unable to conduct research 
on select pathogens within the 



country," Higgs said. "Those 
who become part of the ex- 
change will have the oppor- 
tunity to utilize resources for 
research such as the BRI and the 
National Bio and Agro-Defense 
Facility corning to Manhattan." 

K-State is also the only 
U.S . university member of the 
Australian Plant Biosecurity 
Cooperative Research Centre. 
The university plans to establish 
partnerships with other CRCs in 
a variety of other fields. 
Associate provost of interna- 
tional programs Marcelo Sa- 
bates said that Australia is also 
quickly becoming a popular 
option for students looking to 
study abroad. 

"Last semester, Australia 
become the number one study 
abroad destination among 
K-State students, surpassing the 
Czech Republic," Sabates said. 
"Two years ago, it ranked as 
number six." 

Sabates said he expects the 
number of exchange students to 
continue to rise as a result of the 
three new Australian universi- 
ties being added to the two that 
already existed as exchange 
options prior to this semester. 

"In the three years that we 
have had these exchanges, 
we've usually had about four 
or five students from Australia 
each semester," Sabates said. 
"We hope those numbers will 
continue to increase with these 
new partnerships."

with only three points in the half, put her teammates 
into good positions with solid passing. Her four as- 
sists kept her team close, going into the break with 
only a six-point deficit, 32-26. 

The second half started positively for the Wild- 
cats, with three steals and a third foul for Gardner. 
With the Jay hawks' centerpiece on the bench for 
most of the second half, Kansas relied on their 
experienced players to keep them ahead. The Jay- 
hawks finished with five players scoring in double 
digits, and two players who were two rebounds 
away from double-doubles. 

The Wildcats' turnovers played a significant role 
in the outcome of the game. With 10 points off of 
eight Wildcat turnovers in the first half alone, the 
Wildcats couldn't get a run going against a Jay- 
hawk team that had only two turnovers in the first 
half. The Jayhawks finished with 16 forced turn- 
overs in the game, and only allowed five points off 
of their own turnovers. 

"They had a game plan for us, they had some- 
thing we had to do and we didn't execute," Leick 
said after the game. 

The Wildcats' inexperience showed through with 
their performance at the free-throw line, going 9-2 1 
in the game. The Jayhawks countered that with a 
71 .4 percent showing from the charity stripe, icing 
the game down the stretch. 



"The free- throw shooting today was an absolute 
indication of, mentally, the lack of maturity, com- 
petitive and toughness that will separate you," Pat- 
terson said after the game. "[The free-throw shoot- 
ing] was a very big factor in the game." 

The Wildcats next will try to end their two-game 
skid when they play Oklahoma Wednesday in 
Bramlage Coliseum. Tipoff is set for 7 p.m.
